It is reported that 
the condition of winter wheat is some 
better than reported March 3, and with 
favorable season until harvest an average 
yield per acre may be expected. The 
most favorable prospects for winter wheat 
are reported by the correspondents in the 
following-counties, where the condition is 
as noted: Kendall, Madison, White, Clay, 
75; Impels and Woodford, 80; Cumber- 
land, 60; Bond, 60; Wayne and Pope, 70. 
The recent rains have improved the ap 
pearance of the wheat. The scarcity ot 
the graiQ and forage crops last harvest 
has influenced many to feed sparingly 
during the past winter and farm animals 
are consequently not in as good condition 
BS usual for this season. There is no com- 
plaint of any prevailing disease among 
farm animals in any portion ot the state.

landed his load of passengers with 
great pleasure, giving them the provis- 
ions that remained in the boat, and 
urging them to find' a place of .rest for 
the women and children .as soon as 
possible. When they were all out of 
sight he took his,bags of gold and 
silver, wrapped .them in a blanket, and 
went to: the trading post Here he was 
comparatively safe till the next day, 
when he went on down to .St. Augus- 
tine, and from there he took his de- 
parture from Florida far ever. 


Captain Hardy became so familiar 


with the Creek language that he was 
preparing a dictionary of 'it when his 
labors in Florida Were so' unexpectedly 
terminated.

never published. Tlie manuscript has 
probably been destroyed, but a daugh- 
ter of Captain Hardy well remembers 
seeing the papers many year* »ftar 
they were written, at Captain Hardy's

KING AN'D QUEEN OF DENMARK, 


The Cznr J» Their Swi ''In" J.uw »nd Ho 


Delights to Visit Them. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NBW YOBK, March 5.—Christian IS, king 


of Denmark, jiud bis queen, Princess Louise, 
of Hesse Cossell, are by no means among the 
greatest monarchs; but they occupy the very 
honorable) position of being the parents of 
the two greatest ladies in Europe, uiitl the 
grandparents of at least tliree lines of Icings 
—Russian, English and Greek. Queen Louise 
may justly take rank as the greatest match- 
maker in history, for one of her daughters id 
Czarina of Russia and another Princess of 
Wales and future queeu of England, though 
the .mother was herself only a duchess by 
birth, and became queen by a sort of acci- 
dent. 


The Danish government is very popular 


and there are no Nihilists in Denmark. , The 
king and quean occupy their places by the 
force of acurious combination—a revolution, 
a treaty and a vote of tho popular assembly, 
After a long scries of internal troubles, which 
left the right to the Danish throne iu dispute, 
Christian VIII, in 1818, issued letters patent 
proclaiming a uniform law tor all parts of 
the kingdom, but the people were discon- 
tented, and; when Frederick VII succeeded, 
in 1848, there was war with Prussia about the 
S&hleswig-Holstein provinces. By a treaty 
inade at London, May 8, 1852, the great 
powers bound themselves to recognize the 
young Duke of Sehleiwig-Holsteiu-Sonden-

burg-Glucksburg, as heir to the crown, and 
after much opposition the Danish.legislature 
confirmed it, Jnly 31,1853. So when Freder- 
ick VII died, Nov. 13, 18G3, tho duke suc- 
ceeded as Christian IS. 
He had married in 


1842, and his daughter, Maria Daginar, born 
Nov. 20,1847, was married to the Russian 
prince, now czar, Nov. fl, 1806, so she is now 
the Czarina Maria Feodorowna. Her brother, 
Prince Wilhelm, married the czar's s;ister, 
. Olga Coustantinowna, so their children are 
doubl» cousins, and, of course, very dear to 
King Christian and Queen-Louise. 
~ Although JCing Christian is now nearly 70 
years old <iad Queen Louise a j'ear older, 
they 'are a well preserved pair and maintain 
.a lively interest in public affaire. The in- 
come, or salary, of the royal family is only a 
trifle over' 6300,000 a year, as tho little king- 
dom and all its dependencies contain but 
2,200,000 people; and -the only obligations laid 
upon the king are that ho shall observe tho. 
constitution and be a Lutheran. The govern- 
ment is quite democratic, for a monarchy, 
the two houses of the legislature having tha 
chief powers; and under tho liberal adminis- 
tration of Eing Christian Denmark is gain- 
ing in wealth and population.
